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Rotary Club helps 
keep students warm 
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Teachers, support staff called to work

A combination of funding increases, an 
increase in the number of schools of choice 
students and reduced absenteeism by 
teachers made it possible for the Romulus 
Community School District to call back 
employees who had been laid off. 

Two weeks ago, Romulus Community 
Schools Board of Education members 
determined there was enough funding to 
call back teachers, paraprofessionals and 
other support staffers laid off earlier this 
year after cutbacks. 

“It’s been very tough,” said School Board 
Trustee Betty Lenossi. “It’s been the hardest 
time I’ve ever had on the school board 
because you hate to see people laid off But 
the teachers helped us out by not taking off -

we would have had to pay substitutes. I real¬ 
ly take my hat off to them.” 
As of now, all laid off teachers and parapro¬ 


fessionals have been called back. Lenossi 
said she’s not sure if all of the custodians 
have been called back. 

Before the end of the 2006-07 school year, 
the district determined it would be in debt, 
and pink-slipped at least 10 teachers and 
several more support staffers. Gradually, 
because of attrition and enrollment increas¬ 
es, the district was able to call some employ¬ 
ees back. 

But two weeks ago, it was able to call all 
instructional staff back. Factoring into that 
decision was a foundation grant - or per- 
pupil funding - increase from the state, and 
improved enrollment numbers. 

Lenossi said she can’t point any one thing 
that made the decision to call back the 
teachers a slam-dunk.

It’s bound to be a cold winter 
for the less fortunate this year. 

At least one local organiza¬ 
tion, the Nitch for the Needy 
Sewing Guild, is hoping to warm 
up evenings for the elderly and 
poor this year by donating at 
least 78 turkeys and food baskets 
for those in Romulus who are 
struggling with lob losses and 
other economic challenges. 

“People struggling just to get 
by miss out on a lot of celebra¬ 
tions and opportunities due to 
the lack of resources,” said Alan 
Richards, a parishioner at the 
Ball Road Tabernacle Church, 
where the sewing group originat¬ 
ed. “We’re trying to give them 
what they need to have a decent 
holiday with their families.” 

This year, the church is hop¬ 
ing many area residents will 
come to a craft and bake sale, 


which will allow the group to 
purchase even more turkeys. 
Members of the church who are 
proficient with sewing and knit¬ 
ting needles have been making 
items to sell, but the church is 
also hoping area residents will 
donate handcrafts. 

“Quite a few people make 
quilts and other items, and then 
don’t have anyone to give them 
to,” Richards said. “We want to 
encourage those people to 
donate the items for the fair so 
we can help more families.” 

The church gets most of the 
turkeys from Wayne County, and 
can guarantee that at least 78 
turkeys will be donated. 
Whatever they can raise at the 
craft fair will add to that number, 
and provide additional 
Thanksgiving fixings, Richards 
said. 

Outreach into the community 
is important during the holidays, 
especially as the Michigan econ¬ 


omy has faltered, Richards said. 
Community groups have been 
inundated with requests for 
assistance, and no matter how 
many requests can be fulfilled, 
its unlikely the actual need will 
be met, he added. 

“We help as many people as 
we can, but we need more sup¬ 
port,” Richards said. 

The craft fair,, called 
Christmas Once More - Charity 
Bake Sale and Bazaar— will 
take place at the Ball Road 
Fellowship Hall from 1-4 p.m. on 
Nov. 18. The fundraising goal 
this year is $1,500. 

Admission to the event is free.

“There was an argument in 
the parking lot of the apart¬ 
ment complex about the 
child’s welfare, and it got quite 
heated,” Leacher said. “The 
cousin took the child right then 
and there.” 

After the cousin drove away 
with the child, the mother 
called police to report him 
missing, Leacher said. 

“The afternoon issued the 
Amber Alert for the child,” he 
said. 

On Sunday, relatives of the 
child and mother who saw the 
Amber Alert decided that the 
best way to resolve the situa¬ 
tion was to call the authorities 
to let them know the location 
of the child. Leacher said the 
boy was taken to the Michigan 
State Police Metro-South Post 
in Taylor, where they were met 
by Romulus detectives. 

The cousin was taken into 
custody and questioned by 
police. He told detectives that 
he was concerned about the 
welfare of the child, and that 
the boy had been with relatives 
the entire time. 

Leacher said the boy’s 
mother told them early on that 
she was not afraid for her son’s 
safety. 

The investigation did uncov¬ 
er a past investigation of the 
child’s welfare by Child 
Protective Services, said 
Leacher 

“We’ve been told Child 
Protective Service is familiar 
with the family,” he said. 

Detectives are probing the 
taking of the child and the 
abuse allegations leveled by 
the cousin, Leacher said. 

. “We’re looking at it from 
both sides,” he said. 

Currently, Steele is in the 
custody of another relative. 

A call made to the Wayne 
County Prosecutor’s Office was 
not immediately returned.

Another election season has come to a close. 

We’ve seen the gamut of the political spectrum this year: a race so 
congenial in the City of Plymouth that most of the candidates have 
said they’ll be happy no matter who wins. 

There have been more contentious races in Westland and Inkster, 
last minute allegations dropped and even contests from other commu¬ 
nities—specifically Livonia—that may have an impact on municipali¬ 
ties in our coverage area. 

Here are some final thoughts on the election of 2007. Even though 
this editorial was written well before press time, when the winners 
and losers are still in doubt, we feel these thoughts are applicable to 
all. 

First off, it was good to see so many candidates vying for local 
office. These contests are usually lackluster, unless people are really 
upset about something, but that hasn’t been the case this year. 
Whether it was because an incumbent wasn’t running—as is the case 
in the City of Northville—or because of tern limits in the City of 
Plymouth or the general change in Westland, there were plenty of con¬ 
cerned, well-qualified candidates to go around. 

For the most part, the candidates concentrated on issues, too, 
rather than personal attacks. There were a few oddities, like Jason 
Vorva, a write-in candidate in the City of Plymouth still miffed that an 
old charter provision threatened to keep from the race—even though 
that issue was resolved in the summer Or Anthony Guilliom, another 
City of Plymouth candidate who refused to come in for his editorial 
profile interview, asking us on a few occasions to ‘make something up.’ 

Now that voters have sorted out the winners and losers, though, it’s 
time for everyone to get together and get on with the business of local 
government It’s a business that has taken on a more serious role of 
late, because elected officials in Lansing continue to put politics 
before progress and that’s something we cannot afford at the local 
level. 

In this day and age, it’s every community for itself, and those with 
the strongest voice, the most cohesive governments and the willing¬ 
ness to cooperate and move their community forward will have the 
most success. 

A long, loud sigh of relief 

Officials in the City of Wayne—and the surrounding communities, as 
well—most likely breathed a sigh of release at the news that came out 
of the UAW negotiations this week 

Ford Motor Co. and the UAW have a tentative agreement that would 
spare several assembly plants and poise the automaker to be more 
competitive in the future. The agreement still needs to be ratified by 
union locals, but executives and union leadership alike have both laud¬ 
ed it 

The agreement specifically stipulates that the Wayne Stamping and 
Assembly Plant and the Michigan Truck Plant will continue to operate. 
Both would be scheduled for new products—and an investment from 
Ford Motor 

These are obviously good things for the greater Wayne community. 
Ford Motor provides more than 60 percent of the tax base for the city, as 
well as the bulk of the budget for the Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA). We sincerely hope that union members take a good, 
hard look and this agreement with the understanding that giving up a 
little bit is preferable to losing everything. 

Wayne leaders have long touted their relationship with Fbid Motor 
There are obvious reasons for the company to continue to operate here

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Painting a picture of success 


What a difference a year makes. 

The Wayne City Council approved a new con¬ 
tract with David Fichter and Joshua Winer on 
Monday night, assuring the mural on the State 
Wayne Theater will cover the entire east side of 
the building. 

It was approved without any discussion, even 
though it will cost the Downtown Development 
Authority an additional $10,000. 

Last year, when the issue first came up, it was a 
touch and go decisioa It wasn’t unanimous among 
city council members, who worried about a tight 
budget and the mixed message it would send to 
pay for the start of a public art program. 

Later on in the year, City Manager John Zech 
essentially had to plead with the council to contin¬ 
ue the project, because some of them had voiced 
private concerns based on the questions they had 
been asked about the project from citizens. 

Fortunately, the decision held and the city 
decided to give it a shot 

So what changed this time around? 

Nothing, really. 

The city is still in a tight budget situation. The 
economy hasn’t exactly picked up. There are still 
concerns about the Ford Motor Co. plants in

Wayne—although those have 
been alleviated, for now, as it 
appears union negotiations 
have ensured that they will stay open Flmding is 
still an issue, staff levels too. 

I think the big difference has been seeing the 
project take shape and hearing the virtually unan¬ 
imous praise for the mural, which depicts the his¬ 
tory and present of the city. Winer and Fichter 
essentially ensured they would return with the 
quality of the first phase of the project It probably 
didn’t hurt that the city administration supported 
it either. 

I know that the whole concept of a downtown 
art project isn’t universally embraced. There are 
some people who question the validity of it who 
wonder how it will help in the overall scheme of 
downtown revitalization. I maintain my stance on 
it: it’s something different; it shows potential 
entrepreneurs or developers that there’s more 
going on here than just the basics of government 
service.

The Belleville Rotary Club 
recently donated $2,500 to the Van 
Buren Public Schools for 
Operation Warm, a program that 
provides winter coats for at-risk 
elementary students. 

Van Buren Public Schools typi¬ 
cally identifies area children who 
are at-risk for not having suffi¬ 
cient winter clothing due to fami¬ 
ly economic conditions. 

This year, the benefactor who 
usually contributes the coats was 
unable to do so, which put the 
program in jeopardy. Paul 
Henning, communications spe¬ 
cialist and grant writer for the 
school district, contacted the 
Belleville Rotary Club and asked 
if the club could provide help. 
Rotary recognized a need in the 
community and was able to 
respond with the contribution of 


$2,500 for the Operation Warm 
coat program, which services Van 
Buren Township, Sumpter 
Township, Belleville and parts of 
Ypsilanti and Canton, officials 
said. 

“This is what Rotary 
International is all about helping 
children and families in our local 
community in addition to commu¬ 
nities around the world,” said 
Debra Green, president of the 
Rotary. "We wanted to help this 
year while the schools work on 
long term support from local busi¬ 
nesses and organizations. Our 
club is small with limited 
resources, but we wanted to do all 
we could to help our students.” 

“This program will not be 
interrupted thanks to the 
Belleville Rotary Club reaching 
out to our at-risk community,” 


said Pete Lazaroff, superinten¬ 
dent of the school district. 
“Project Warm is an outstanding 
service. This is really one of those

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The Seinfeld curse has extended to the silver screea 

Jerry Seinfeld, whose sitcom ranks among the most popular of all time, returns to 
the spotlight—sort of—in Bee Movie an animated film about bees that, well, never real¬ 
ly gets off the ground. 

Seinfeld provides the voice of Barry B Benson, a young drone who, with his friend 
Adam (Matthew Broderick) has just graduated from bee college and is about 
to report to work for the first time. 

Bany and Adam have very different feelings about this: Adam is 
excited to pick his future, Barry appalled at the prospect of doing the 
same thing every day for the rest of his life. 

“You mean you’re going to work us to death?” He asks. 

“We’re sure going to try,” is the reply. 

He bluffs his way into a group of‘pollen jocks,’ the lucky ones that get 
to leave the hive and search for pollen and his eyes are opened through a 
fantastic—and sometimes frightful—trip above Central Park and New 
York City. It’s there that he meets and falls for Vanessa (Renee Zellweger) a 
human florist 

Soon he’s breaking all the bee rules. He’s talking to her and her stressed out, overly 
competitive boyfriend, Ken (Patrick Warburton). 

He visits a supermarket and is appalled to see all the honey on the shelves. That discovery takes 
him to a bee farm, where he is even more appalled to see the forced labor conditions there. 

“We’re making the honey, but they’re making the money!” Bany exclaims. He decided to sue the 
human race. 

It’s hard not to be struck by a simple fact when you’re watching this film: sometimes funny people do 
things that just aren’t funny. Seinfeld, a witty comic, co-wrote the film, but few of the gags translated well. 

There were 
scenes where 
the animation is 
more than just 
impressive—Barry's 
trip through the park is 
one—but the whole film 
doesn’t measure up to other 
recent animated movies. 

The film had plenty of star 
power, too, with John Goodman playing a 
slimy lawyer named Layton T Montgomery; Oprah 
Winfrey provided the voice of the judge; Chris Rock 
got a few laughs as a mosquito named Mooseblood 
and Sting and Ray Liotta made cameos as themselves. 

Still, there was not much to elevate the film beyond 
the realm of the ordinary and much of the dialogue 
tended to drone on. Who knows, maybe I’m just not 
ready for a bee-human relationship.

The east Kentwood Falcons 
ended the Northville Mustangs’ 
exciting run through the district 
and regional tournaments last 
Wednesday. 

The ‘Stangs raced to a 2-0 lead 
in the first half but the rush came 
to a halt when the Falcons scored 
three unanswered goals and ral¬ 
lied for a 3-2 victory. 

Northville junior midfielder 
Nathan Hrivnak got things 
rolling when he broke free up the 
weak side and scored on a sliding 
goal at the 19:09 mark of the first 
half. Then, at the 14:34 mark, 
junior forward Alex Marilley 
blocked a pass that found its way 
to sophomore Doug Beason. 
Beason knocked it in for a 2-0 
Northville lead. 

It was an uncharacteristic 
lead for the group labeled the 
“cardiac kids” through the 
Division 1 state playoffs, accord¬ 
ing to Northville Coach Henry 
Klimes. The team had come back 
from deficits on two separate 
occasions to beat ranked oppo¬ 
nents in overtime. 

“Maybe the goals came too 
quick for us this time,” Klimes 
said. “We got out of the first half, 
2-1, and were comfortable with 
that I really don’t think that we 
were playing our A’ game like we 
did against Stevenson and 
Dearborn and Saline.

of the Mustangs’ sails and resus¬ 
citated his Falcons when he 
scored 17 seconds later to narrow 
the lead, 2-1. 

“We always talk about the next 
five minutes after a score and 
how vulnerable and susceptible a 
team can be,” Klimes added. “All 
of that momentum that we built 
up we gave away.” 

Dan Nederhoed knotted 
things up at 33:36 of the second 
half and freshman Nermin 
Cmkic put the game away for 
Kentwood with 12:28 remaining. 

Northville finished the season 
with an 18-2-5 overall record. 
Along the way the team earned a 
district championship—its first 
in four years—and won the 
school’s first regional crown with 
a 4-0 victory over Saline. 

“It is a little disappointing how 
we finished,” Klimes said, ‘"but I 
am so proud and honored to have 
coached this group. They’re a 
great group of kids that play for 
each other and not the cliche of 
playing for themselves. We just 
hope that that unity carries on.” 

Klimes will graduate nine 
seniors in June but a solid group 
of juniors—13 in all—along with 
two sophomores will return to 
carry on the torch. 

Klimes—as always—said he 
will take a step back to find out 
what his status with the team will 
be next year 

“I’ve been coaching for 20 and 
I love what I do,” he said. “I love 
working with the kids and that’s 
more important to me than, 
records and championships.”

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Inkster continues fight 
against ineligibility

After the world of the Inkster 
football team collapsed around 
them, Head Coach Greg Carter 
vowed to clear the names of 
those players that were accused 
of being ineligible. The alleged 
violation forced the team to for¬ 
feit eight of its nine wins this sea- 
soa 

He’s off to a good start 

Carter already received the 
original birth certificate from the 
hospital in Liberia, Africa to 
prove that the transfer student 
from there was 18—not 20—as 
originally thought 

However, he didn’t receive the 
proof until after the first round of 
playoffs. 

“It was too late, but my main 
focus right now is to clear the 
names of these kids and prove 
that I don’t have to cheat to win 
football games,” Carter said. “I’m 
upset that the administrator in 
the Westwood School District 
that made the call to the state did 
not call me first He should have 
had the common courtesy to call 
me to talk about any problems 
that he had before calling the 
state” 

Another student transferred 
to Inkster from a charter school 
in Detroit that only went to ninth 
grade, according to Carter. The 
school has since added a 10th 
grade, so the player was declared 
ineligible. According to MHSAA 
guidelines, he should have sat 
out the first semester at Inkster 
because he could have stayed at 
the charter school for another 


year, Carter said. 

The student’s parents turned 
in brochures from the charter 
school that showed it only went 
to ninth grade at the time of the 
child’s transfer, however 

With that evidence submitted, 
MHSAA officials said Inkster 
fielded additional players they 
felt were unable to play. 

“When I talked the MHSAA 
the day they declared us ineligi¬ 
ble for the playoffs they told me it 
was only the two players,” Carter 
said. “Now, they keep coming up 
with more.” 

There is a rule in the MHSAA 
handbook that dictates when 
complaints are made about a 
team after the sixth week of play; 
no executive meeting is needed 
for a decision. That puts the deci¬ 
sion in the hands of MHSAA 
Executive Director, John 
Roberts. His decision is final at 
that point with no chance to 
appeal, Carter said. 

John Johnson, director of 
communications for the MHSAA, 
said the decision stands and will 
not be overturned. 

Carter said he would provide 
whatever proof he needs to 
prove the team’s innocence. 

The situation did light a fire 
under Carter in more ways than 
one. 

“Maybe this is what I need to 
be a better coach,” he said. 
“Maybe this will make me better 
prepared and prepare my team 
better We will use this as motiva¬ 
tion for next year’s team to play 
for this year’s graduating seniors 
that didn’t have the chance they 
deserved.”
